James DcLancev, chief Justice and 


lieutenant governor of the Province 
of New York, was born in New York 
,clty November 27, 1703. 


He was the eldest son of Etleunt 


aad- Anne Van Cortlandt DeLancey 
The father was born in France, Oc- 
tober 24, 1S«3; died in New York 
city, November IS, 1741. He was one 
of the Protestants compelled to lee 
from France, and had become a Brit- 
ish subject when he landed in New 
York, June 7, 1686, and took the 
oath of allegiance. He brought with 
him a portion of the family Jewel*, 
which be sold for £300, became a 
merchant, and amassed a fortune ot 
£100,000. He took a prominent part 
In public affairs, aiid was a member 
of the 
Assembly 
for 
twenty-four 


years. He gave the first town-clock 
to the city of New York, and, with 
his partner. Imported and presented 
to the city the first fire engine that 
was ever brought into the Province. 


The DeLancey residence, built In 


1700, 
became famous as Fraunce's 


Tavern.

The son, James, received an excel- 


lent education, and., was graduated 
at Corpus Christ! 
College, Cam- 


bridge, England. He studied law at 
the Inner Temple, London, and after 
being admitted to practice returned 
to New York in 1725, and soon be- 
came prominent in public life. 


He was a member of the council In 


1729, and two years later was ap- 
pointed second judge of the supreme 
court. He was the chief framer of 
the Montgomerle Charter of 1730.1 
and in recognition of his services I 
was presented with the freedom ot 
the city, he being the first person 
upon: whom that honor was con- 
ferred. 
. 


In 1733, on the removal of Chief 


Justice Lewis Morris, Judge Delaa- 
cey was appointed In his stead, aad 
he retained the office the remainder 
of his life. 
He was commissioned lieutenant 


governor by th« king In October. 
1747, 
but having become Involved in 


a* quarrel with Governor George Clin- 
ton, the latter withheld the commis- 
sion and urged his removal as chtet 
Justjce.

however, refused to comply with thto 
recommendation; but Governor Clin- 
ton maintained his hostile attitude, 
'and it was only atterJie was super- 
ceded, that he finally delivered the 
delayed commission.
